TENSE EXCITEMENTIN THAT 
STATE, 


AND REPUBLICAN ENTHUSIASM 


When the News Came That Harrison Was 
Probably Elected — Incidents of the 
Day. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 6.—{Staff 
Correspondence.}|~The vest pocket vote was 
the heaviest quantity in Indianapolis today. 
Itwas not strictly confined to either party, 
but the adherents of both resorted toit as the 
proper way tq.approach the polls. Even Gen- 
eral Harrison went up to the little window in 
this manner. The polling booth in the third 
precinct of the second ward, in which the gen- 
eral lives, is located in a livery stable three 
blocks from the Harrison mansion. At haif- 
past eleven General Harrison, accompanied 
by his son Russell, stepped out upon the 
street. They walked leisurely around to the 
voting place, where they found a crowd 
of about fifteen’ persons. They at 
once opened a passage to the win- 
dow, and while approaching the box the 
general shook hands with three or four per- 
sons. He then placed his thumb and fore- 
finger into his right vest pocket, drew outa 
carefully-folded ticket and passeditin. There 
was no challenge to his vote, nor did he give 
auy indication as to whom the ballot was cast. 
He stepped aside into the crowda moment 
while Russell Harrison handed in a vest- 
pocket ticket, and the two walked slowly back 
to theirhome. There was no demonstration 
on the general's appearance, nor did he refer 
to politics in the few words hoe ha@ to say to 
those present. 

The polls in Indiana open at 7 p. m. 
This is for the purpose of giving 
the workingmen & chance to 
gét in their ballots without interfering with 
their labor. The great aim of the republicans 
was to get hold of the polls early and by slow 
voting to exhaust the hour and thus compel 
the Cleveland workingmen to leave the polls. 

At one précinct a gang of negroes, under a 
local white leader, secured possession and had 
it until the white men had to leave. This con- 
duct angered the democrats and the general 
challenging of votes‘ began. 

In the fourth ward the negroes grew indig- 
nant because they were so challenged, and on 
several occasions during the day rioting seem- 
ed imminent. 

Ata secret meeting of republicans, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, etc., it was determined 
that they should divide off into the different 
wards and give the poor democrat the benefit of 
their ‘intelligence. So pronounced bechme 
their purpose to bulldoze and intimidate that 
application was made to United States Mar- 
ehall Hawkins to appoint a deputy marshal 
for every precinct. These men were on duty 
and did what they could to preserve the purity 
of the ballot. In one of the precincts the repub- 
lican bulidozers were headed by Lfarry New,the 
son of Hon. Jolin C. New. Hisconduct towards 
some of the voters was such that he was ar- 
rested and taken tothe United States mar- 
shal’s office, where he gave bond, his father 
standing as his secuiity. 

A. sensational incident occurred 
when John C. New declined to tgke the ex- 
tended} hand of the federal marshal. Many 
other arrests took place during the day, which 
caused the republicans much exasperation and 
added bitterness to the election. From the 
counties [throughout the state come reports of 
numerous arrests by United States marshals. 

The statement is made here by those who 
claim to know, that the republican state com- 
mittee dispatched during the night, to every 
county in the state, trusted men with the nec- 
essary funds, contributed through Russell 
Harrison by Chicago monopolists, such as 
Gcorge M. Pullman and others. 

Until 3o’clock this morning, all signs be- 
tokened a fine day. Butit soon clouded up 
and by 6 o’clock heavy rains were falling. The 
voters kept in sight all day long until the hour 
of closing, by which time the workingmen had 
assembled to witness the winding up scenes, 
Several ladies peddled prohibition tickets ali 
day long, but the encouragement they met with 
was not very gratifying. The scratching of tick- 
ets, which has been looked forward to by those 
who believed that the tariff, prohibition, etc., 
would cause changes, did not show itself dur- 
ing the day. The republicans voted for Harri- 


son and the democrats voted for Cleveland. 
The most prominent of the few cases of 


scratching which did occur was that of John 
Shaw, of the pork packing firm of Kingan 
& Co., who though a democrat, decidedly 
leaning toward absolute free trade, voted 
for Harrison. Theold soldier appeal caught 
more votes for Harrison than any other cause. 
The veterans, spurred up by the prospect of 
dependant pensions, rallied to Harrison in 
large numbers. They organized their sons 
just sprouting unto legal maturity in first 
voters clubs. One of these clubs, 125 strong, 
marched up to the polls in Elkhart today in 
a body and _ voted i for Harrison. 
ee Se dispatches which are 
to come in during the night, the state should 
be turned over to Harrison it will be due to 
this cause. 

The full returns from Indiaga cannot come 
in before tomorrow night; enough will come in 
to make up a percentage of loss and gain from 
which the result will be estimated. This is 
caused by the joining of the state with the 
national election. The two ballots are now 
joined together and the voter casts his bollot 
all at once for president, governor, congress- 
men, state legislators, cabinet officers, county 
otticers and township ofticers. This gives about 
twenty-five names to be read over on each 
ticket. 

In some. of the precincts there are 2,000 
voters; soit will be. seen that the counting 
process will be a slow one. 

Just assix o’clock was marked, and the 
polls were closed, I went into the democratic 
state headquarters, and found there Governor 
Gray, Chairman Jewett, Secretary Sheerin, 
and other lights of Indiana democracy. 

‘‘We have carried the state by 3,200 major- 
ity,’’ said the governor. 

“T will say 3,000,’ said Chairman Jewett.} 

‘‘We have carried it by a good enough ma- 
jority,’’ said Secretary Sheerin. 

When the polls closed in New York tonight 
W. W. Dudley telegravhed to General Harri- 
sou that he was certainly elected. This news 
was quickly given out, and the republicans, 
enthused by the bulletins during the night, 
paraded the streets in triumphal procession. 
Crowds at once repaired to the residence of 
General Harrison, and although he had two 
wires run into his house, they were not able to 
hear the messages of congratulation. The 
Western Union put ten messengers on horse- 
back to carry the general the surplus news 
as fast as it was received. The 
republicans would listen to no suggestions 
that their man might not have been elected. 
It was suggested that if New York voted for 
Harrison, it would still be possible for Indi- 
ana and Illinois to vote for Cleveland, which 
would give him 205 votes. The returns 
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slowly. The democratic leaders here await 
the figures and do not hazard opinions in the 
light of the latest figures. 

The Latett News. 

November 7—3 a. m.—The unfavorable news 
continues to pour in, both from the state and 
the country at large. The republican ratio of 
gain in Indiana thus far will give them a net 
majority of 5,000 votes. The vote in Marion, 
the county in which Indianapolis is situated, 
has not been counted at this hour. It is 
claimed, however, that it votes against Harri- 
son and elects Bynum to congress, Senator 
Joe McDonald sat up all night reading the re- 
tarns, but passed no comment. Complaint by 
the leaders here is strong against New York. 
They say that New York insisted on the can- 
didate and also deprived Indiana of the sec- 
ond place, then bled the state for contributions 
and finally failed to give its vote to Cleveland. 

They plaim that in the future New York 
shonld be put under protectidh and that futuro 
battles should be fought on different lines. 

The republicans are boisterous tonight in 
saying that the solid south must be smashed 
This seems to be the great bugbear with the 
republicans. Chairman Huston, the repube * 
lican chairman, says: 

‘We have carried the state; we have got 
New York and Indiana, and General Harrison 
will be sworn in as president on the 4th of 
next March.”’

A. B. Nordyke and His Partners Arrested 
for Scratching Ballots. ‘ 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 7.—3 p. mr. 
Among the prominent citizens arrested this 
morning by United States deputy marshals 
were A. B. Nordyke, D. W. Mormon and 
Bainard Rorrison, composing the well known 
manufacturing firm of Nordyke, Mormon & 
Co. They were arrested for having scratched 
ballots in their hands which ‘they were dis- 
tributing. The charge being that they were 
deceiving voters. They were at once taken 
before the United States commissioner,. and 
at once released on their own recognizance, 
They have each stated that they would at 
once institute suft against United States Mar- 
shal Hawkins fordamages. 

Harrison New, son of Colonel John New, 
and one of the proprietors of the Journal, waa 
arrested by a deputy United States marshal for 
interfering with an ofticer. According to the 
best obtainable information, the deputy mar- 
shal arrested a negro, and New asked the dep-~ 
uty what the charge against the man was, and 
the officer is said to have replied: 

‘‘None of your business.’” Whereupon New 
said: 

“I will make it my business,’ and the oflicer 
took himin. He was released by the commis- 
sioner on bond, and at once instituted suit 
against United States Marshal Hawkins for 
$2,000 damages, the papers being served on 
the marshal this afternoon.

Farmers of Dotgherty County. 


ALBANY, Ga., November 6.—[Special.]—The 
Jews of Dougherty county are a prosperous 
and successful people.

A Warning to Florida. 

Surgeon General Hamilton’s account of 
the manner in which the yellow fever was 
brought into Florida is a document of more 
than ordinary interest. 

More than a year ago a family from Cuba 
brought some infected bedding to Key West. 
There was no state board of health to inter- 
fere, and the result was that after the goods 
were landed the fever broke out in the 
famtly. Then an Italian fruit dealer step- 
ped over to Tampa and carried the plague 
with him. The governor was urged to 
eail an extra session of the legislature for 
the purpose of organizing a board of health 
and providing efficient quarantine regula- 
tions. The governor emphatically refused, 
and Yellow Jack continued his slow but 
steady march. The fever prevailed at 
Tampa all winter. In the spring it. spread 
to other townsand cities. During all this 
thine there was still no state board of health 
“nobody authorized to take the proper 


steps to stamp out the disease, e 


The scourge still rages in four or five 
_ €ounties, and may linger all winter. Is it 
mot about time for Florida to take decisive 
action? With a strong state board of health, 
empowered to guard its people against Cuba 
and everything that comes from that pest- 
ridden island, much can be done to keep 
yellow fever out of the southern states. It 
will be found the cheaper and better plan 
to adopt preventive measures. Itis not an 
eaey matter to stamp out am epidemic, but 
it is comparatively easy to keep it at a dis- 
tance.

QUARANTINE RESTRICTIONS 


BAIRD’S PLAN FOR LAWS FUR 
THE SOUTHERN STATES 
In Times of Epidemics--He Wil Ask Gover- 
nor Gordon to Inaugurate a Movement to 
Secure Uniform Legislation. 


The yellow fever epidemic of 1888, with its 
terrible record of death and desolation in infected 
districts, will soon pass inio history. 

Atlanta’s policy during the days when thousands 
of Florida refugees were seeking a temporary home 
witnin ber healthful limits, was brave and humane 
ancan have but one ‘result. Asan advertisement, 
he welcome which this ciiy gave tothousands of 
panic-stricken Floridians, cannot be measured by 
dollers and cents. As siowingthe confidence of 
the people in the healthfulness of this city, that 
welcome wi!! go around the world to the benefit of 
Atlanta in every way. 

During the first two weeks of the panic whieh 
followed the announcement that yellow fever was 
epidemic in Jacksonville, Fia, thousands of the 
residents of that city flocked to Atlanta and found 
hospitable homes anda genuine Georgia welcome. 

There were protests against this wide-opcn policy, 
of course. Those protests were made with the best 
intentions by cautious and prudent citizens who, 
though generously disposed, did not consider it wise 
to tempt the introduction of the dread yellow jack. 
A striet inspection system of all incoming trains 
carrying passengers from infected districts was 
instituted under the direction of the board of health 
and competent physicians put in charge. 

About this time silly and sensational stories were 
printed in Birmingham and Chattanooga papers, 
and it was very broadly intimated that there were 
cases of yellow fever in this city. Notwithsianding 
the published protests of well-known pbysicians, 
these reports were circulated, and Atlanta was ina 
fair way of being qu@rantined by these cities, In 
fact, the Birmingham authorities did inauguratea 
quarantine against Atlanta, butit was withdrawn 
almost as suddenly as it had been put in force, 

To the inspection corps of physicians; to the 
prompt action of the council.in appropriating the 
money which was used by the board of. beaith in 
thoroughly cleaning every portion of the eity; in 
short, to the vigilance of the heaith authorities and 
the healthful location and cleanly condition of the 
cliy, Atlanta owes her freedom from danger during 
the Florida epidemic of i883. 

But Dr. Baird, secretary of the board ot health, 
who jwas a prominent andearnest worker, during 
the days of quarantine and inspection, believes In 
preparing for wariatimeof peace, Dr. Baird isa 
strong. supporter of the claim that Atlanta has little 
to fear from yellow fever. Speaking on this subject 
to a CONSTITUTION reporter, Dr. Baird said: 

‘The experience of Ailanta in this epidemic has 
strengthened my Jbeliciin the necessity for asysiem 
of qnarantine laws that will do away with the 
abuses that grow out of Lhe present haphazard style 
of dealing with epidemics,’’ 

“What would you suggest?” 

“Well, [think everybody agrees that the abuses 
of quarantine power are almost as bad as an epl- 
demic of fever, in the injury that they work on all 
classes of business and in the great hardships to 
travel. Ths was proven very conclusively in this 
Jast epidemic, and there should be some uniform 
lezisiation on the subject of quaraniine reguia-

Without the shadow of a cause, surrounding 
towns instituteda systemof quarantine and in- 
spection that seriously affected all classes of busi- 
ness. Of course the authorities of these places did 
what they considered to be their duty, but it 
worked great hardship in a thousand diflerent 
ways.” 

“How would your plan remedy this?’’ 

“I shall propose to Governor Gordon that all the 
southern states selecta time and place for holding 
a convention with a representation of medical men 
and others forthe purpose of agreeing upon some 
form of quarantine law. The details of this law 
cau be perfected in a conyention of this kind 
in a very g@ort time. Of the manner 


| of putting these laws {nto affect and providing for 


their enforcement conld be provided for by the leg- 
islatures of the various states. In this way the 
southern states, having close commercial relations 
with each other, would co-operate and act under 
the same laws. It would greatly relleve the people 
espocially those who are compeiled to travel during 
the prevalence of an epidemie, to know exactly 
what would be requir d of them. Asit is now, 
Texas bas one system of quarrantine, Loutsiana an- 
other, Alabama another, or,to speak more correctly, 
there is no system atall and tratiic and travel is at 
the mercy of the whims and authority of local 
boards of henaith. There is no other 
way, in my opinion, to enforce the necessary quar- 
antine reguistionsdu:ingthe time of an epideinic 
than by having state laws of a uniform nature. 
sball use my best endeavors to have Governor Gor 
den take hoid of this matter, tor it is of great impor- 
lame to every busiuess interest in the southern 
states.’’

Whatis a Tree. 
Fron the Garden and Forest, 

This question, although often asked, is not 
easily answered, There are shrubs sotall and so 
Vigorous that they may wel be considered trees, 
and there are trees so low and ofsuch feeble growth 
that they bardly deserve the name of trees. Real- 
ly there is no hard and fast line which separatesa 
tree from a shrub, and any classification of plants 
which attempts to separate trees from shruls, must 
be purely artificial, and, therefore, unsatisfactory. 
The best definition of a tres we have seer, and 
one that goes a long way towards answering this 
perplexing question, was presented by Mr. B. E-. 
Fernow to the Botanical Club ofthe American as- 
sociation, at its recent meeting at 0!

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HOW THEY CAME. 


THE ELECTION RETURNS AS RE- 
CEIVED IN ATLANTA. 
The Constitution Office the Center of Inter- 
est—-The Eacelient Facilities—Private Ad- 
vices from New York and Indiana. 


If Atlanta wasthe capital city of some of 
the states that the politicians call “‘doubtfu!,”’ 
there could have been no greater interest 
ghown in the result of yesterday’s national 


election. 

Tho political talk and prophecies that have 
burdened the air for the past week were over- 
shadowed by the nearness of the end of the 
closest and most exciting national election in 
the history of the country. 

From the early hours of morning the stereo- 
typed question of “‘Who will be elected?” 
gave way to the more interesting and less worn 

nundrum, ‘“‘What is the newsfrom New 
Fork and Indiana ?’’ 

At noon Tue Constitution office was be- 
gieged at every entrance by people who wanted 
to know the latest news from the centers of 
political activity, and as soon as telegrams 
from special correspondents began to arrive 
the main entrance tothe office was closed and 
a bulletin board kept red-hot with,the news 
from New York, Indiana and the other doubt- 
ful states. 

All day long the streets about the office were 
barricaded with an enthusiastic crowd of poli- 
ticians, business men and working men. There 
were democrats, republicans, prohibitionists 
and men of every shade of political opinion, 
and the varying and sometimes conflicting 
pews that was bulletined, gave all 
of them an opportunity to cheer without going 
back on their political fRvorite in the great 
gace for the white house, The crowd was 
good natured and their staying qualities were 
excellent. Numbers of them never. budged 
from their stand in front of the bulletin board 
until the young man who had tired himself 
out for their benefit and information wearily 
wrote the word “‘supper.”’ The crowd took 
the hint and broke ranks, and there was com- 
parative quiet abont Tuk Constiurion office. 

After Supper. 

But it didn’tlast long. The people knew 
that they could get all the news when THE 
CONSTITUTION calcium was turned on, and it 
was barely dusk when Alabama and Forsyth 
street about the publication Office was packed 
with a crowd of two or three thousand men, 
full of anxiety, interest andenthusiam. Upon 
every floor of the building and crowding the 
windows opening on Alabama street, another 
thousand, equally as interested in the news of 
the election, watched the returns. 

The arrangements for receiving and bullet- 
incthe news were as perfect as men and 
money could make them. 

Running into the third floor of the building 
were six special wires of the Western Union 
eervice, connecting with the sounders in 
charge of a half-dezen expert operators, acting 
under the orders of Manager Stevens. As fast 
as the wires flashed the news from every por- 
tion of the country into the instruments the 
operators turned it over to the manager of the 
electric stereopticon, whose instrument was 

lace at one of the windows fronting on Ala- 
ios street. It was but the work of a second 
for Professor Bosche to reproduce the bulie- 
ting upon prepared glass frames and place 
them in position. 

Across the street, covering the second story 
front of the cotton warehouse of Adair & 
Brother's, was stretched o huge sheet of can- 
yas, directly in line with the stereopticon that 
flashed welcome and unwelcome news, across 
{ts surface. 

In the third-floor room in which the stereop- 
ticon was placed, were four or five hundred 
chairs filled with prominent people who read 
the bulletins that were in plain view of the 
windows which they were facing. 

Such a crowd has never witnessed nationa- 
election returns under such favorable condi 
tions and surroundings in the city of Atlanta, 
and THe Constitution enterprise in giving 
the news of yesterday’s great contest was 
complimented by everybody who took advan- 
taye of it. 

The Crowd and the Bulletins. 

Judging from the cheering and enthusiasm 
that until long after midnight greeted every 
bulletin as it appeared upon the canvas, the 
crowd that watched the returns at THe Con- 
STITUTION Office last night, was very cosmopoll- 
tan as to politics. Every bulletin was cheered, 
and when the news began to drag and come 
in slowly, the comic pictures and news from 
Alaska and the Fiji islands were applauded 
ust as loudly as the dispatches that told of 
ont and reverses in the pivotal states. 

Like the news of all national elections, that 
of last night was mixed and conflicting for 
severa) hours. 

For a brief moment the stereopticon would 
Numinate the news that Cleveland was mak- 
ig great gains all over the country, and then 
suddenly the canyas would brighten up with 
the information that Harrison was running 
ike a quarter-horse, and coming down to 

arlem riyer with a majority that would 
swanip ail hope for democratic success in that 
State. 

The startling announcement that Harrison 
bad carried Ohio, and the equally important 
news that Cleveland had carried Mississippi, 
Was cheered as lustily as though it settled the 
election. 

The cheering that followed the Intelligence 
that the third ward in this city had gone re- 
publican was drowned when the illuminated 
®anvas gave the news from the old reliable and 
Strictly democratic sixth. 

When the bulletin signed by Mr. Clark 
Howel!, of Tur Constrrution staff, announc- 
ing his belief that New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut were safely democratic was flashed 
upon the canvasa yell that was democratic 
clear up to the roof of the building shook the 
office and forced the Salvation Army to stop 
in the middle of a verse of their favorite song, 
“Happy on the Way.” 

The news from Brooklyn, indicating a de- 
creased majority for Cleveland, was cheered 
to the echo by those cf the crowd who were 
evidently glad of it, but their enthusiasm had 
a cold water shower bath when the canvas re- 
eorded the New York Sun’s estimate of Cleve- 

d's majority in New York city.

As the bulletins ware ‘eceived they were 
read aloud by Judge James A. Anderson and 
those favorable to the democrats were heartily 
applauded, and’the applause was echoed by the 
thousand inthe streets below as the returns 
were thrown on the canvass by the stereopti- 
@0On with its powerful electric light. 

In the editorial rooms were several saeres of 
gentiemen, who had came up to figureen the 
election. In the niche of the projecting win- 
dow sat Dr. J. B. Hawthorne studying the re- 
turns and analyzing them closely. Near by 
Was Hon. Kk. L. Berner, of Forsyth, chairman 
ef he’ state committee, who industriously 
figured the ratiqof Harrison’s gain on the in- 
terior counties of New York. 

As the New York city roturns camein they 
Seemed to indicate Clevelann’s electian by a 
handsome majority, but when Harrison began 
his marchdown to Harlem, gaining thirteen 
to fourteen votes in a precinct, things began 
to look blue for the democrats, as it was evi- 
dent that if Harrison kept up that lick 
through the 2,108 precincts outside of New 

ork and Kings counties it would give him 
the state by something like 20,000 majority. 

Harrison kept up his gains with wonderful 
Regularity until at midnight it seemed no 

neer possible for Cleveland to overeome the 
fepublican pluralities.

crats went home, leaving the negroes to split 
their throats over the details of the republican 

Bins, while the patient newspaper men fol- 

wed the returns on toward daylight. 

Then the usual “rural district’ returns from 
the state of New York began to make their ap- 
pearance, and for the first time in four years, 
everybody wanted to know how many of these 
Fural voting places that state afforded. With 
Menotonous regularity the bulletins from that 
state recorded republican gains, and when the

the republicans had the cheering all to them- 
selves and they made the most of it. 

There was another lightning change and the 
democrats had their inning of applause over 
the news that Cleveland had carried Rensael-

_ To vary the monotony and keep the crowd 
in a good waiting humor, Professor Bosche 
then threw arough sketch of a locked box 
upon the canvass, labeled ‘‘President WU. S,,”’ 
on the lid of which he had written the ques- 
tion, ‘‘Whois inside?’ There were bvt two 
seis of guesses, and the honors; in point of 
numbers and lung power, were about evenly 
divided. Then came some stock illustrations 
that were non-political in their character, but 
the crowd was perfectly willing to cheer and 
it did full justice to every opportunity. 

“‘Harrison has carried New York certain,’ 
was fiashed upon the canvas and the democrats 
plugged their ears to shut out the shouts of 
triumph from.the republican enthusiasts. 
The glass was changed and Cleveiand’s im- 
mense majority in the city of New York, with 
more districts to hear from, gave the demo- 
crats « chance to aplit the blue empyrean 
with a job-lot of cheers. 

And so it went on, The applause was 
backed by lungs that gave no evidence of 
weakening, and the bullitins were of such a 
variety that every phase of political sympathy 
had a chance to explode in cheers. 

At Midnight. 

At midnight the crowd was still waiting, 
watching and checring. The streets about THE 
CONSTITUTION olfice were filled with the men 
who wanted to know the result before they 
slept, and were disposed to make a night of it, 
if necessary. The gentlemen who had filled 
the seats provided for them upon the third floor 
of the oftice were still watching the bulletins 
without a sign of weariness or perceptibly less 
interest than when they took their seats early 
in the evening. 


AT THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 


The returns were received in the district 
courtroom. It was crowded from noon yes- 
terday up to an early hour this morning by the 
ofiicers of the building, their friends, mem- 
bers of the legislature, solicitors and city offi- 
cers. The bulletins were received by an 
operator in the room and Collector 
Tom Crenshaw read them to the crowd from 
the bench. On the west side of the room were 
a half dozen republicans while the others 
were democrats. Asreturns favorable to the 
democrats came in the crowd would applaud 
but the few republicans would exhibit an eqnal 
amount of enthusiasm when they were ad- 
verse. At 10 o'clock the officials of the build- 
ing were free in expressing fears of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s defeat. Senator Colquitt spent the 
evening with his friends there and studied the 
returns very carefully. 

At one o’clock this morning the district 
courtroom was still well: filled, but Collector 
Crenshaw had retired and Colonel Buck was 
reading the bulletins. The democrats were 
blue, while the half-dozen republicans were 
jubilant. Shortly after one o’clock Colonel A, 

1» Buck read a telegram from Chairman Quay 
stating that New York had certainly gone re- 
publican. The information was received with 
great applause by the republicans, and shortly 
afterwards many of the government ofticials 
left, having conceded Mr. Harrison’s election. 


ABOUT THE HOTELS. 

The crowds in the hotel lobbies were not 
large during the day but soon after dark began 
to increase. 

The Kimball corridors were crowded and 
the result was freely discussed. Nearly every- 
one hada different opinion. Some thought 
Clevéland would win while others backed 
Harrison, 

Then New York and Indiana were debated. 

Connecticut, and ether doubtful states, re- 
ceived their share of attention. 

There was some betting, but the amounts 
were sinall, 

The Markham was full too about supper 
time, and the scenes presented were the same 
as those about the Kimball. 

The crowds left the h arly in 
evening for places where the returns Were be- 
ing secured. 

During the day the streets were not unlike 
they are upon every day of the week, but after 
dark small crowds were seen scattered about 
taiking over the situation. Every person 
passing was asked, ‘‘what’s the latest?’’ 

Entertaining the Manufacturers, 

The publishers of Dixie entertained the 
manufacturers of Atlanta last night at their 
rooms in THe Constitution building. Dur- 
ing the lull between bulletins, at 10:50, a hot 
lunch was served. Nearly every prominent 
manufacturer in Ailanta was present, among 
them Captain Boyd, D. C. Bacon, George 
Winship, B. J. King, the Messrs. De Loach, 
E, T. Jung, R. A. Harris, Captain Van Win- 
kie, L. H. Beck, Edwin W. Thompson,G. V.

THE VOTING INTHE CITY PRECINCTS 
AND THE RETURNS. : 
Congressman Stewart Receives a Good Ma- 
jority—The County Precincts Slow in 
Coming in—The Vote in Detail. 

The clection in the city passed» off very 

quietly, and the comparatively light vote 
polled was due to the fact that the people were 
absorbed in the presidential contest. In sev- 
eral wards, notably the fourth, there was al- 
most a full republican vote. It is said that 
Prince Ponder was the only colored man in 
Atlanta who voted the democratic ticket. 
The largest vote was polled 
Nn the sixth, the best 
democratic ward in the city, but even there 
the full rezistration was not polled. 

Despite the small turnout of democrats, 
Cleveland and Stewart carried thecity bya 
fair majority. 

The union labor ticket was hardly known in 
the race, and the third party people made a 
meagre showing, the reason being that num- 
bers of them voted the democratic ticket. 

Nothing occurred to ruffle the serenity of the 
election in the city. It wasso quiet and light 
that nobody seemed to know it was going on, 
except those who voted. 

The people were too busy watching the 
country at large to pay much attention to the 
town. 


The First Ward. 


The polls opened atthe frst ward witha 
long string of Harrison men. waiting to cast 
their vote. Most of the negro votes were de- 
posited before 10 o’clock and forthe rest of 
the day the democrats gained steadily. There 
was no disturbance and the election passed off 
quietly. Following isthe result: Democratic 
electors, 381; republican, 392; prohibition, 51. 
For congress Judge Stewart received 418 and 
Colonel ‘Thomas 597. 

The Second Ward. 

The vote In the second ward was a large one. 
The republicans turned out in full force. The 
following is the result: democratic electors, 
471; republican, 197; prohibition, 33. For con- 
gress, Judge Stewart received 497 votes. 

The Third Ward. 

In the third ward the republicans worked 
in a small majority, The vote on both sides 
was small. The republican electors received 
275 votes each, and the democratic 241. .For 
congress, Judge Stewart received 248, and 
Colonel Thomas 276. The total number of 
votes polled was 528. The prohibition electors 
received 11 yotes each. 

The Fourth Ward. 

The republican vote in the fourth ward was 
unexpectediy heavy and the democratic vote 
correspondingly small. The following is the 
result: Domocratic electors 197, republican 
395, except Wright 200, democratic 96. l*or 
congress Judge Stewart received 208 and Col- 
onel Thomas 39%.

The Fifth Ward. 

The election in the fifth ward was very quiet. 
There were no incidents worthy of note. The 
only worker for the democratie ticket was Mr.
